contrary.

Any school district, public official, or person possession or control of any assets which were in
the property of any school district dissolved aevember 30, 2005 would be required to
convey those assets to the reestablished schaotdis

The Revisor of Statutes would be required to assggtion 1 of the act to Chapter 79, article 4.
